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FACTS OF JAPANESE AGGRESSION 
IN NONTH CHINA 


(I) NORTHERN CHAHAR INCIDENT 


In June 1935, tro J>panese army officers rnd tvo Japan- 
ese soldicrs cene from Doran by notor car and passed thrceugh 
Chang Pei District en route to Kalgan. ‘vYhen they arrived 
at the north gate of the Chang Fei District, they did not 
submit therselves to the inspecticn of the guards, nor did 
they possess cntry virnits. (2ugulation reavires that 
Japanese entering th<« Province of Chehar shoulc secure in 
advance through the Iepenes3s Jonsul at Velgau entry permits 
from the Chahar Provincial Governuent.) Under these cir- 
cumstances, the covpirncing officer of the guerds at the 
north gate of the Chang Pei District took these four men 
to the Headquarters of Geoner7l CHAN Tanz-yu, Commnindcer of 
the 132nd Division, insije the city of Chang Pei. Commander 
CHAO asked by telephone for instructions from General SUNG 
Che-yuan, Commander of the 29th Army, at Kelgan, who per- 
mitted these Japanese to proceed tc Kalgan through Chang 
Pei. stressing, novever, that this shovie net de taken as 
a precedent and that hereafter those desiring to enter the 
Province must have entry permits vith them as prescribed 
by reguletions. These four Japanese went on to Kalgan, end 
further proceeded to Feiping. 


After the departure of the snrid Japanese, HASHIMOTO, 
the Japanese Consul at Kelgnan, suddenly protested, rlleging 
thet “hile the guards dernnded to search these Jnpenese 
officers and ren at the north gate of the Chang Pei District, 
they ained their rifles at them, and thet they vere detained 
for four or five hours cfter crriving at the Headovarters 
of the Division, and that such constituted insults to the 
Japenese eruy men. He demanded the punishment of responsible 
officers end apology from the Chinese authorities. He also 
demanded assurance against recurrence of similar neture. 
Genernl SUNG ordered me to negoticte in the capacity of the 
Deputy Commender of the 29th Arny. After several talks, 
HASHT) OTO suddenly announced that the situstion of the 
incident becene grave and it tras beyond the newer of the 
Consul to settle it. The matter wes referred to the Head- 
querters of the Japanese Garrison Forces in Tientsin. !] jor 
Generel DOHIHARA was the repressntative of the Garrison 
Forces. Thzreuvon, I vent to Peiping and DOHIHARA also 
arrived at Feiping, where we proceeded with our negotictions. 
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results of the negotiations were roughly as follovs: 


The Regiment Commander who was in charge of the 
garrison at the said gate shovld be dismissed ani 
punished, 


The Judge Advocate of the Headquarters of the 132nd 
Divisiou who detained these Japanese officers should 
be dismissed end punished. 


The units of the 29th srry should be withdrawn from 
Paocnang, tungpac, Sharrtu, eae and Huateh 
(thia-nu-shihn), these being Districts north «f Chang 
Ped. The veintenanee of poace “ana erder there should 
be entrustel to the Ponce reservation Cerps. 


(d) Chinese should henceforth refrrin fron migrating to 
and sect in the northern part of the Chaher 
Provinec,. 


(e) Activities of ths Muomirtane Party should be ri.th- 
dravna srem the Cheahar Previnee. 


(f) Anti-Japonese institutions ind anti-J-panese acts 
in the Chahsr Frovince should be banned. 


The vrocsecings and the results of the said negotictions 
were telegrervhically reportcd to the Central Covernment by 
General SUNG and nyseif asiting for the Government's nucessary 
approval. The Chin:se Geverrment, in seeking for peace, did 
not refrain from making coueromises onc after another, yet 
the progress of the nggress.ons vy Tupinese militarists inover 
coased. uring the said negoviations, although TAXaNASHI, 
Wataru, “Alitery Attache of the Japancse Embassy in China, 
also participatec, it was DOKTHARA, I’enii, ~ho scturlly con- 
troll:d the whole thing. 


(II)JINDUSCMIENT AND TERFAT BOTH PRIOR TO 
AND ADPTER THE SST: LBGISE ENT OF THE 
HOPZI-CSKANAK POLITICAL COUICTL 


When Generel SUIIG Che-yurn reas oppeintcd the Garrison 
Comrander of the Peiring and Tientsin /rea in Septewber 1935, 
the Japanese sert DOHIHIRA to Pefiring nany times to instigate 
ettemptins to form a North Chann autonemcus Government, to 
estrange the lecel gcvernmor.t irom the central government. 


The inducenent t-ctics vere: 
(2) To install General SUNG Che-Ynan as the leadcr of 


the North China Autonomous Government. 
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(b) Japanese would extend every possible 2id concerning 
military end economic affairs in North Thine. 


This was reperctedly expressed by DOHTIHARA to ir. 
SHIAO Cheng-Sing, ex-nyor of Ticntsin, but was refused cn 
nll oceasions by the Chinuse side. Later, MATSUMURO, fxoryo 
the Chief of the Japnnese Special Service Board in Peiping, 
end TAKAHASHI, “ateru, the Military Attache cf the Jnpnanese 
Mnibassy continuec to make such aemends from time to tine. 
They failed altogcther. The Central Governnent appointed 
Generel SUNG Chs-yvan as the Chairman of the Hopei-Chahar 
Political Council, to be in charge of military and political 
affairs in Heres oni “hehar Previnces and in Peiping ond 
Tiontsin. Gener’.l SINiG’s measvres in malitrry and political 
affairs all com*orncd *o the wisnes of the Central Government, 
such as the clecvicn for the psopie's Congress, and the 
concentrated militery training of college students, all to 
the disfavor of the Jrpronese. The Japenese then realized 
thet their inducument tactics had friled. 


So the Jnp-nese changed th. tr inducement tactics into 
threatening actions, which vere ns follows: 


(a) Politicel 

1. According to the Japsanes? demand, Gen ral SUNG 
shold announce by circulrr telcgrams the estab- 
lishment of a North China Autonomous Governnent. 

2. The Central Government's personnel in chorge of 
publicity still remaining in North China should 
be withdrawn. 

3. Public opinion in Peiping end Tientsin should 
be controlled and opposition to autonory should 
not be permitted. 

(The nbove three demands were circetly presented by 

DOHTHARA and TAKAHASEI, /ataru, to :r. SHIAO Cheng- 

ying) 


Economic 

1. A rnilwey should be constructed between Tientsin 
and Shih-chin-chucan. 

2. The custom t-riffs st the Tientsin Meritine 
Custorns should be so revised as to increase the 
tarifr of jfuropern ond American commoditics, and 
to decrease that of Iaprnese commodities. 

(The rbove tyo itens rere demanded by DOHIHARA cnd 

MATSUI, the Chief of tho Japancse Special Service 

Borrd in Peiping, through ivr. Chin Cho-sung, the 

Director cf the Pcining and Linoning Nrilway, to 

penne as SUYG and myself. These demands were refused 

by us. 
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(c) Military 
In September 1936, the Fengtai Incident occurred. 
A compsny of Japynese soldiers carried out :nneuvers 
in Fengtni. They passed through the garrison Jince 
of the Chinese army. Clash ¢cnsucd whon our patrols 
attemptcd to helt them. Althcugh it vas immcdintely 
setticd, the Jnpsnese use this rs . pretex’s for 
reinforcement of their troops which occupicd 
Fengtri. it was a bittelion, under the commend of 
Major ICHINOGI, Niyonro. 


Besides, there was 2nother instince. MATSUI, Irene, in 
the Autumn of 1%55, exme to Peiping. He vas a Gonersl in 
retirement at thet tine, snd advecented Grenter Asinisn. He 
honed to estnblish » breach of the Grester Asin Associntion 
in Peiping. Throvsh the introcuction of ’'r. CHEN Cho-sung, 
Director of the Peininz nd Liaoning Reilvsy, he met General 
SUNG and myself. Both of us expressed our disfavor. MATSUI, 
in his convers«tion with me, rdvoentcd thet Asin should be 
the Asia of the Asintics, and thet Ruropesn 2nd Amecrican. 
influences should be expelled. I sr.il.d and replicd, saying 
that I wes afraid thet wht he resant by Asia of the Asiatics 
wes actunlly the 4six of the Inn-ncse. Unless there were 
real equality cnc reciprocity, nothing could be discussed.
